Passed Assistant Surgeon Lumsden reports as follows for the week 
ended November 7, 1903: 

Of the 392 passengers inspected on the trains of the Mexican Central 
Railroad 2 had recently been in the yellow fever infected districts 
of Mexico. These passengers (man and wife) were en route from 
Saltillo, Mexico, to Los Angeles, Cal. 

Prior to going to Saltillo they were in Monterey. As they pre- 
sented satisfactory evidence that more than five and a half days had 
elapsed since they were in Monterey, or any other place infected with 
yellow fever, they were allowed to proceed without detention. 

In the **summary” the number of Mexican immigrants inspected is 
left blank, because it is not practicable to obtain from the immigration 
oftice definite data as to the number of Mexicans inspected who were 
actually immigrants in time for this report. This will be covered, 
however, in the monthly report of inspection of immigrants. 

During the week the quarantine inspection has continued smoothly 
as usual, and nothing of particular interest has developed. 

The weather during the week has been cool and dry. The lowest 
average temperature reached during the twenty-four hours of the 
seven days has been about 34- F. 

I have kept in touch with the local health authorities but have heard 
of no suspicious illnesses among the persons who have come here from 
San Antonio, Tex.

ARGENTINA, 
Compulsory vaccination law, 


Chargé d’ Affaires Ames, at Buenos Aires, transmits the following 
translation to the Department of State: 


ARTICLE 1. In the capital of the Republic and the national Territories vaccination 
and revaccination as a preventive of smallpox are obligatory during one’s first and 
tenth year, respectively. 

Art. 2. When the vaccination is not successful, according to medical certificate, it 
shall be repeated the following vear; if the second vaccination is unsuccessful, another 
operation shall be performed in the third year. 

Art. 3. Parents and guardians and, in general, such persons as have children in 
their care or service are held responsible for the fulfillment of articles 1 and 2. 

The first infraction of the law shall be punished with a fine of $20 paper, and each 
subsequent infraction with one of $50, without exemption from vaccination and 
revaccination. 

Art. 4. The following must be vaccinated and revaccinated: 

1. Commanding officers, officers and soldiers of the navy and army of the nation 
in active service. 

2. Individuals employed under contract in the navy, the army, and the establish- 
ments, shops, and dependencies of the ministries of war and marine. 

3. National and municipal employees in the federal capital and the national 
territories. 

4. Immigrants whose expenses are borne by the National Government and those 
received and assisted by it in the establishments intended for immigrants. 

5. Orphans, invalids, beggars, and insane persons in the national and municipal 
asylums established in the national capital and the national Territories. 

6. Persons undergoing sentence in the national prisons. 

Art. 5. In the national schools, colleges, and universities; in the municipal edu- 
cational establishments of the federal capital and the national Territories; in the 
State or private schools, colleges, or institutions which receive a subvention from the 
nation or which have any support from it, there shall be demanded for the enroll- 
ment of any pupil a medical certificate to the effect that the pupil has been success- 
fully vaccinated and revaccinated, according to age, in conformity with this law or 
such certificate as the respective school council may establish. 

Arr. 6. In no case will recognition of validity be given courses of study pursued in 
provincial or private schoolsand colleges the statutes of which do not prescribe vacci- 
nation and revaccination as a necessary condition for entrance. 

Art. 7. The directors of private charitable institutions are personally responsible 
for the vaccination and revaccination of the persons lodged therein. 

Failure to comply with these requirements shall be punished with a fine of $50 paper 
for the first offence and $100 for each succeeding offence. 

Art. 8. The directors of private establishments dedicated to teaching trades, and 
those of factories, shops, and industrial concerns, are personally responsible for the 
vaccination and revaccination of minors who are learning a trade or working in such 
establishments. 

Violations shall be punished in accordance with the second part of article 7. 

Art. 9. Proof, in the form of a medical certificate, of having had smallpox shall 
exempt one from vaccination. 

Art. 10. When, according to a medical certificate, the requisite vaccination or 
revaccination has not been performed, and it is not expedient to perform it because 
it would endanger the life or safety of the person in question, such person shall be 
vaccinated or revaccinated during the following year as soon as the reason for exemp- 
tion shall have become inoperative. 
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Art. 11. In times of smallpox epidemics the national department of hygiene shall 
order the compulsory vaccination of adults in the Federal capital and the national 
Territories under penalty of $20 paper for each failure to comply. 

Art. 12. The compulsory vaccination and revaccination shall be performed from 
March to September with animal virus, within 30 days of its extraction from the 
animal; and they shall be performed gratuitously by doctors or persons especially 
authorized therefor by the national department of hygiene. 

Art. 13. Authorized persons who practice vaccination without observing the care 
and methods of procedure prescribed therefor by the National Department of Hygiene 
shall be fined $100, and this shall not exempt them from personal responsibility 
for harm done to the person vaccinated. 

Art. 14. Any unauthorized person who shall practice vaccination which shall affect 
the health or life of the person vaccinated shall be fined $500, and this shall not 
exempt him from personal responsibility for the harm done. 

Art. 15. For the execution of this law the National Department of Hygiene shall 
provide the animal virus gratis. 

Art. 16. Any doctor who shall give a false certificate of vaccination or revaccina- 
tion, or to the effect that a person has had sinallpox, or is not in proper condition to 
be operated upon shall be fined $500. 

Art. 17. The fines shall be imposed directly by the respective sanitary division 
with appeal to the justice of the peace of the district. 

The fines collected shall accrue to the benetit of the National Institute of Vaccina- 
tion. 

Art. 18. The executive power, in enforcing this law, will bear in mind the diffi- 
culties in the way of applying article 5 strictly in remote places and will determine 
the manner and time of carrying out article 4. 

Art. 19. Let it be communicated to the executive power.

Acting Assistant Surgeon McMahon reports, November 5, as follows: 

Month of October, 1903: Bills of health issued, 13; vessels inspected, 
13; vessels disinfected, 1; crews inspected, 500; passengers inspected, 
LS4. 

No quarantinable disease has been present on any of these vessels. 
One vessel, //yd/ra, was disinfected here on October 10, by request of 
the captain. 

During this month there has not appeared any quarantinable disease 
on any incoming vessel entering this port. Strict quarantine regula- 
tions have been maintained by the Cuban officials against all infected 
ports. 

The sanitary condition of the city is fairly good. The greatest 
menace to the public health is the lack of an efficient sewerage system, 
I made an inspection of the entire city last week, and most of the 
premises where the poor people live | found in a very dirty condition 
from accumulation in surface closets and cesspools. As has been 
reported before from this office, all kitchen slops and bath water are 
thrown into the streets. 

The slaughterhouse is kept very clean, as well as the premises around 
it. The blood and intestinal refuse is thrown into the bay, and every- 
thing else is removed from the premises every day and the house 
thoroughly cleaned.

Week ending November 7, 1903: Vessels inspected and issued bills 
of health, 25; crews of outgoing vessels inspected, 1,027; passengers 
of outgoing vessels inspec ted, 520. 

The inclosed mortuary report for the week shows an increase of 3 
cases of scarlet fever over the report of the previous week, there being 
11 deaths from that disease for the week just ended. There seems to 
be a doubt in the minds of the medical men in this city as to whether 
this outbreak of scarlet fever is not German measles or dengue. Doctor 
Lainé, one of the leading practitioners of this city, is quoted i in one of 
the daily papers of H: abana as stating that the disease is not scarlatina, 
and in reply to this statement Dr. E. B. Barnet, the acting chief  san- 
itary officer of this city, published the following article, which I quote 
verbatim: 

[The Habana Post,] 


In answer to Doctor Lain¢’s interview, published in vour issue of the 7th instant 
under the heading *‘ Epidemic not scarlatina,’? in which that able physician and 
friend of mine says ‘‘that in Habana we have lost but from one-tenth to one-half 
per cent of the cases,’’ | deem it necessary to state that the death rate from scarlet 
fever in Cuba is not so low as Doctor Lainé puts it, for although comprising all the 
reported cases of true scarlatina and those of rétheln, which would have been con- 
sidered as scarlet fever, the mortality for this city is as follows: In 189, 11 cases, 
deaths 0, percentage 0; in 1900, 16 cases, deaths 3, percentage 18.75; in 1901, 8 cases, 
deaths 4, percentage 50; in 1902, 110 cases, deaths 11, percentage 10; in 1903, from 
January to September, inclusive, 424 cases, deaths 24, percentage 5.65; October last, 
534 cases, deaths 26, percentage 4.86, 

It is true that as compared with that of other countries this mortality for scarla- 
tina is relatively low. Notwithstanding, Abbot of Philadelphia (The Hygiene of 
Transmissable Disease), writes: ‘‘In mild outbreaks (of scarlet fever) the fatality 
varies from 4.5 to 10 per cent, while in severe epidemics it often reaches 15 and 20 
per cent of those affected.’’ 

The commission of infectious diseases of the sanitary department of Habana (diag- 
nosticians) composed of so able clinicans as Doctors Finlay, Guiteras, Albertini, Agra- 
monte, and Martinez (Emilio), and many other physicians of high standing in the 
city, have seen a great number of the patients and pronounced that the present out- 
break of e ruptive fever i in Habana is scarlatina; however, a few of the cases are classi- 
fied by the commission as measles and German measles. 

Doctor Lebredo says that at present we have at Las Animas hospital three typical 
‘“ases of scarlet fever, which Doctor Lainé is invited to go and see in order to change 
his views on the matter.

Annual rate of mortality for the week, 14.85 per 1,000, Estimated population, 45,500. ‘ 


Report for the month of October, 1903. The number of bills of 
health issued was 17. This is a slight increase over September, but 
still below the average; July and August were also below the average. 
This is the dull season in Cuba, but the number of vessels going to 
the United States this year is less than for the corresponding period 
of last year. 

The total number of deaths for October is 74. This is an increase 
of 14 over September, which had an unusually low mortality. The 
increase is in digestive diseases and in unspecified causes of death—of 
the latter there were 10, all of them being cases for judicial procedure, 
though some of them were due to natural causes. 

The condition of the city as a whole is not as clean as it was last 
month. This is more noticeable in the outskirts of the city, where 
the rains have torn up the streets so badly as to interfere with drain- 
age, thus causing stagnant pools. Most of the streets are unpaved, 
and these from neglect are getting in very bad condition. 
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We have had frequent but light rains lately. This is unusual at 
this time of the year, but they were needed to compensate for a rather 
dry, rainy season. 

‘No contagious diseases were reported during the month. There 
were 3 cases of hemoglobinuric fever in the city , but they all recov- 
ered. 

Two more inspectors have been added to the sanitary department. 
The city has again been divided into four districts, and one inspector 
is in charge of each district. A systematic house-to-house inspection 
has been begun. 

In view of the epidemic of scarlet fever in Habana the superior 
board of health has issued a cireular which has been distributed all 
over the island giving popular instructions to prevent its contagion 
and propagation. This has been published in the local papers. 

The city board of health held a meeting to discuss the situation. As 
a result of this the alcalde has issued a proclamation warning all per- 
sons to call a doctor as soon as they notice a child with an “eruptive 
fever, and reminding the doctors that they must report contagious dis- 
eases to the chief of the sanitary department.

Report from Calentta—Topography and sanitary conditions. 


Caccutta, Inpia, October 7, 1903. 

Sir: I have the honor to report that Calcutta is a city of about 
1,000,000 inhabitants situated 60 miles from the Bay of Bengal on the 
Hoogli River, 23 feet above the sea level. It is to the west of the 
numerous branches or mouths of the Ganges, and there are several rivers 
near at hand to the westward. Located thus in what comes near being 
a swamp, with the high degree of heat, the relative humidity ranges 
near the point of saturation. Stone piers have been constructed along 
the Calcutta or east side of the river at intervals for 4 or 5 miles 
beside which vessels may lie, and off against them are numerous buoys 
to which vessels are anchored. The docking facilities are limited when 
compared with the large number of boats—five to ten sailing daily 
hence the majority load and unload in open ~~ 

For the fiscal year ended June 30, 1903, 43 bills of health were 
issued to vessels hound for American ports. 1 understand that it has 
been the custom for the consul-general, who at the time of my 
arrival was absent on vacation and has not vet returned, to visit the 
vessel in company with the chief health officer for this port and after 
inspection to give the bill of health. 

In accordance with agreements entered into at the Vienna Con- 
ference, every vessel leaving Calcutta is inspected as to its general 
cleanliness, its cargo, its food and water supply, and the personnel of 
its crew. The temperature of all suspicious individuals is taken, and 
a rise above 99> F. is sufficient for rejection. The clothing and effects 
of all ** lascars ”—i.e., native sailors—are disinfected by ste am, and after 
the inspection, which usually occurs the day previous to sailing, a 
guard is established to prevent departure from the ship. *  * * 

All vessels, whether or not bound for British ports, are treated 
exactly alike. Rat protectors are not used on the docking lines, but 
Iam informed that an order is about to be issued for their employ- 
ment. Rats are destroyed on none of the boats except those bound 
for Australian ports. The lines of these boats have rat protectors and 
their captains request their destruction aboard ship, because without 
a certificate of the enforcement of the above precautions they would 
be delayed by quarantine at all Australian ports. 


* * * * * * *% 


It must be acknowledged that the precautions taken here are excel- 
lent with the two exceptions previously mentioned, one of which will 
soon be overcome, and my impression is that before long we will be 
killing the rats on boats bound for American ports. The matter may 
require more or less diplomatic handling, but I think now it can be 
accomplished. It would be very simple if I could assure the cap- 
tains that otherwise they would encounter delays at our ports. 

* * * * nx x x 

The claim is made that as yet no vessel from Calcutta has conveyed 
plague or cholera. 

The disinfection of the clothing and effects of European sailors is 
not considered necessary, because their haunts are altogether differ- 
ently situated from those of the natives, and they are not classed as 
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infected. How true this may be I am not yet prepared to say, but as 
my knowledge of the city extends I hope to be able to speak with 
more positiveness. 

Almost all of our vessels clear for New York or Boston, very few 
going direct to our dependencies, this traffic being carried on by 
transshipment. 

The water supply is taken from the Hoogli River, some 5 or 6 
miles above the city, and in my opinion its purity is open to question, 
although the European population does not suffer from cholera. The 
disease is constantly present and if the water is not infected it must be 
conveyed by more or less direct personal contact. It can be readily 
understood how from the filthy habits of the natives this could oceur.

Report of the quarantine transactions of this and the 6 subports of 
the island of Porto Rico for the month of October, 1903: 

San Juan.—Vessels inspected, 17; bills of health issued, 21; pieces 
of baggage disinfected, 0; persons vaccinated, 0; vessels disinfected, 
0; persons detained at the quarantine station for observation, 11; 
vessels detained in quarantine under guard, 3. 

The American steamers Caracas and Philadephia arrived on their 
regular schedule from Venezuelan ports and Curacao on the 7th and 
21st instants, respectively, both vessels touching here for a few hours 
only, bound north for New York. Both were placed in quarantine 
under guard while here. The Caracas carried 6 passengers for San 
Juan, 4of whom were considered nonimmunes and removed for deten- 
tion and observation to the quarantine station. The /’///adelphia 
brought 3 nonimmunes, and these were detained in quarantine as 
usual. 

On the 22d instant the Spanish steamship Montserrat arrived from 
Habana via Port Limon, Colon, Sabanilla, Curacao, Porto Cabello, 
and La Guayra. This vessel remained in port about twenty-four 
hours. The usual quarantine restrictions were enforced while the 
vessel was in the harbor, and 4 of the 9 passengers for San Juan being 
considered nonimmunes were taken to the island for detention and 
observation. 

There exists at present in the city of San Juan two cases of varioloid, 
mild in character and well isolated. 

The following is a summary of the inspection work done at the six 
subports during the month: At Mayaguez, 7; Arecibo, 1; Humagcao, 
0; Aguadilla, 3: Fajardo, 1; Arroyo, 0. 

The following embraces the mortality statistics received from the 
subports: Mayaguez, 94; Arecibo, 95; Humacao, 42; Aguadilla, 42; 
Fajardo, 32: Arroyo, 16.

Cholera at Diarhekir. 


Consul Norton, at Harput, reports, October 15, to the Department 
of State as follows: 


Notes from the Harput consular district. 


October 13, 1903, cholera: On October 8 1 was advised by my French 
colleague at Diarbekir and by the German physician resident there that 
cholera had broken out in that city on September 29. Since then there 
was an average of 5 deaths daily, chiefly in the Turkish quarter. The 
outbreak seems to be due to the ease with which people coming from 
Uria, where cholera has been epidemic for some time, are able to bribe 
the quarantine guards. Cholera has been prevalent for some time at 
Severek, halfway from Uria to Diarbekir, and the fruits of Severek 
are sold daily in the Diarbekir market place. H. E. Nazim Pasha, 





ee eS So ee eee 
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the vali of Diarbekir, refuses with singular pertinacity to recognize 
officially the presence of cholera in the city, and has ordered the phy- 
sicians to keep it secret. The French vice-consul ordered, however, 
the closing of the Catholic schools. The German physician does not 
apprehend any serious epidemic on account of the lateness of the 
season. I have good reason to judge from a telegram received from 
him on October 10 that the disease is not spreading. 1 immediately 
reported the condition of affairs to our vali. He is in some embarass- 
ment. Nazim Pasha has wired several energetic protests against the 
establishment of a quarantine at Kizin Khan (Of. Note 17) against 
travelers from Arghana Maaden, declaring that there is no cholera at 
that place. Thus far no steps have been taken to establish quarantine 
on other routes from Diarbekir. There are no new cases announced 
from Arghana, Maaden, or Gerger.
